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Mattapoisett Fire Trains for Autism Awareness

The Mattapoisett Fire Department has dedicated 
the month of November toward "making a push" for 
autism awareness among its firefighters by providing 
emergency response training for the specific goal 
of providing the appropriate assistance to autistic 
individuals in the community during an emergency. 

Mattapoisett Fire Capain Justin Dubois said the 
department is aware that there is an important population 
of autistic individuals in the Mattapoisett community, 
which is why ensuring that firefighters are trained to 
recognize autism and make swift judgment calls in order 
to make special accommodations during emergencies. 

"With the amount of calls we receive, the chances 
of us encountering someone with autism is pretty 
significant, which make sit important for us to be trained 
in how to react in these situations," said Dubois. 

Some critical knowledge includes understanding 
what autism is and how to recognize people with autism 
because, Dubois said, "We may respond to a motor 
vehicle crash and we may not be aware that someone with 
autism may be in the vehicle." 

The special training session held earlier 
this month was sponsored by the Autism and Law 
Enforcement Coalition (ALEC) and led by Seekonk 
Firefighter Anthony Pucino, a father of an autistic child. 

Pucino's instruction included a crash course on 
autism, advice in recognizing the signs that someone 
needing assistance might be autistic, and ways of 
supporting that person through appropriate responses to 
keep the person calm, comfortable, and safe. 

" A person with autism may not be showing signs

of an injury right away," said Dubois. 

Fie stressed the value of providing firefighters 
with strategies to achieve effective communication 
with an autistic person during a variety of emergency 
situations and to minimize sensory overstimulation 
in some individuals sensitive to lights and sounds, 
particularly sirens. 

"We've got to be able to recognize that and 
deescalate that so that we can help," said Dubois. 

Pucino used a variety of tools in his instruction, 
including video footage of some of the visible signs of 
autism and how that may appear in certain stressful 
situations. Pucino also tested the firefighters with photos 
and asked them to identify the individuals with autism - 
which, of course, is impossible to assume. 

"That was the point," said Dubois. "You don't 
know. You can't just look at a person and say that person's 
autistic." 

Dubois said that was an effective strategy for 
getting the firefighters thinking about the critical nature of 


this particular training experience.

"You could tell that the guys were interested in 
learning about it," said Dubois. "I definitely think it was 
a success on our side... and it's definitely something that 
we're going to keep up." 

Dubois said he hopes that this type of training 
will continue in neighboring towns, given all the vital 
information the Mattapoisett firefighters received that day. 

"I definitely feel like I'm more prepared," 
said Dubois, adding that he's no expert on autism, but 
knowing that something so simple as turning off the 
flashing lights and silencing the loud sirens could avoid 
triggering an unpleasant situation for someone during a 
moment of desperate need. 

In addition to the training, Mattapoisett Fire 
and Rescue has also changed its department patch to a 
"puzzle piece" Autism Awareness design with the phrase 
"committed to community autism awareness". These 
patches and decals of the same design will be on sale to 
the public throughout the month of November, available 
through the Mattapoisett Firefighters Association with all 
proceeds donated to a local autism organization. 

"We haven't determined which one yet, but we're 
trying to keep it local so that we know that it will help the 
people in our community," said Dubois. 

These decals have been placed on fire trucks, and 
even some of the firefighters have placed them on their 
helmets. 

"And maybe somebody will see that sticker and... 
people will know that we support people with autism 
and autism awareness," said Dubois. "But we also want 
people to know that we can be there to help that person." 

The Art and Alternative Realities 
of Edward Gorey

"Edward Gorey was born one hundred years too 
late and thirty years too early," began Gregory Hischak, 
playwright, poet, and curator of the Edward Gorey House 
in Yarmouth Port. 


Hischak, who lives in Gorey's house that is now 
a museum at 8 Strawberry Lane in Yarmouth Port, visited 
the Mattapoisett Public Library on November 17. Hischak

gave a sometimes dark, sometimes funny background 
check on one of the country's most imaginative, prolific, 
and, yes, strange creative forces - the one and only 
Edward Gorey. Hischak gave Gorey fans and novices 
alike an inside look into the creative genius of a man 
whose works are still both familiar and unknown. 

Best known for his art that graces the 
introduction of the "Masterpiece Mystery!" series, Gorey 
spent a lifetime observing the world around him and then 
producing art and literature that was not quite "normal." 

Gorey grew up an only child to parents who 
divorced when he was young. Before the breakup, his 
family moved an astounding 13 times in two years. For 
a child that wanted and probably needed routine, this 
was problematic for the young Gorey. At an astoundingly 
early age, less than two, he was drawing and creating, 
albeit crudely, to be sure. His earliest works, all saved 
by his mother who "threw nothing away," Hischak said, 
shows a mind fixed on repetition and patterns. 

In Gorey's early years there were trips to Cuba 
and Canada, schooling at an institute that specialized in

the arts, and mother who was apparently tolerant of her 
son's lackadaisical academic performance. Gorey was 
given all the tools necessary to excel at whatever he chose 
to pursue. He graduated from Harvard with a degree in 
French literature, but it was art first and foremost that 
framed his life and gave it meaning. 

Hischak said that Gorey's fascination with Asian 
and French artistic styles, along with a deep appreciation 
for the work of Lewis Carroll and the writings of Victor 
Hugo, which influenced his artistic output. 

"His style made people think he was born in the 
nineteenth century," said Hischak. But Gorey was born in 
Chicago in 1925, not England in the 1800's in spite of his 
many ink drawings depicting Edwardian and Victorian

imagery. 

The precision of Gorey's illustrations is 
magnificent. There are people in fur coats, elaborate 
evening attire, and most in elegant settings. But all are 
dealing with some sort of unknown threat as if at any 
moment death will come calling and it will be horrific - or 
humorous. 

Hischak pointed out that we, the viewer, 
oftentimes will read one of Gorey's many graphic novels 
and laugh at the situations his characters find themselves 
dealing with, like children being eaten alive, thrown 
downstairs, drowned, or otherwise dispatched. 

"A is for Amy who fell down the stairs..." 
Hischak read. 

But the gore, 
if you will, 
is not really 
illustrated in 
detail, rather 
it is suggested. 

The reader does 
the rest of the 
work, Hischak 
said. 

Gorey 
was a veteran 
of WWII and spent most of his wartime at a nerve gas 
depot. But he was also sent by the Army to learn about 
Japanese culture as the war expanded in the Pacific. 

After the war, Gorey settled in New York City where he 
worked as an illustrator and was heavily influenced by 
the ballet. Hischak said that Gorey attended some 7,348 
performances under the direction of choreographer 
George Balanchine who he idolized. When Balanchine 
was no longer associated with the ballet, Gorey stopped 
going. 

In the 1980s, Gorey purchased the house that is 
now his museum, located on sweetly-named Strawberry 
Lane. After repairs and improvements were completed, 
he filled the home with books - over 20,000 volumes, 
Hischak said - and, with cats. 

As for the financial success that granted him the

latitude to do as he wished, "He was comfortable/' said 
Hischak. He explained that while there was the occasional 
windfall, Gorey earned enough to fund his eclectic 
lifestyle and the animal charities to which he made 
generous donations. 

Gorey's sudden death could have been a page out 
of one of his own novels. A friend returned to the home 
with a battery Gorey needed, and upon learning the cost, 
Gorey clasped his chest and fell backward onto the sofa. 
The friend thought he was being dramatic over the cost 
of the battery, but Gorey was, in fact, having a fatal heart 
attack. His ashes were scattered around the grounds of his 
former home - along with the ashes of his beloved cats - 
and also scattered in Barnstable Harbor, a place where he

Zero Debate for Rochester 
Special Town Meeting 

Rochester Fall Special Town Meeting 

By Jean Perry 

The Rochester Fall Special Town Meeting on 
November 18 was over in less than 20 minutes with 
voters quickly adopted seven articles and the sponsor of a 
citizen's petition withdrawing his. 

The only discussion from voters on the floor arose 
during the introduction of Article 5 to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to enter into an agreement for payments in 
lieu of taxes (PILOT) with the developer of a solar farm at 
61 Mendell Road. 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey approached 
the microphone and asked, "Could somebody explain 
exactly what we are giving up in terms of tax dollars and 
what we're getting for it?" 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey told him that the town 
wasn't giving up anything and explained that a PILOT 
was simply a way for the Board of Assessors and the solar 
developer to "set in stone" a payment from the developer 
to the Town, based on the full and fair cash value of the 
solar energy facility for the 20-year life of the project, 
rather than a fluctuating tax payment. 

"[The solar developer] can't file for an 
abatement," Attorney Bailey continued. "It's a contract, 
essentially, between the town and the solar company 
[to] pay a fixed amount. It eliminates the guesswork...

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[and] no matter what [legislators] change in the law, [the 
developer] still has to make the payments, so it gives us 
that certainty." 

One other resident was reassured that the PILOT 
would bring in more revenue than the property currently 
does as Chapter 61A land. 

The very next article. Article 6, was for another 
PILOT agreement with the developer of a roof-mounted 
solar photovoltaic system atop Rochester Memorial 
School. 

The sponsor of a citizen's petition asking for 
$20,000 on behalf of the ORR Athletic Booster Club 
"respectfully" withdrew Article 8 from the warrant. 

Justin Shay had presented this article to the three 
Old Rochester towns at prior town meetings, but this 
time Rochester Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar's 
research into the matter concluded that the article 
could not legally be adopted because municipalities are 
prohibited from using public money to fund private 
organizations. 

Shay had hoped to ultimately receive $20,000 
from each of the three towns to build a handicap 
accessible press box at the Old Rochester High School's 
main field. The original press box was razed when the 
school was renovated in 2002 and was never rebuilt. 

During an October 7 meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen, Szyndlar determined that Shay would have to 
seek the funding for the project within the school budget. 

In other business, voters adopted Article 1 for 
$5,000 for the Parks Department to complete a concrete 
carport pad, install a handicap sidewalk, and purchase 
two picnic tables. 

Voters also adopted Article 2 requesting 
$50,000 for a used dump sander truck for the Highway 
Department; Article 3 for $8,000 for a tax map layout, 
alignment, and improvement as a result of a conversion 
to GIS format; Article 4 for $17,000 to fund site work on 
town-owned land located on Dexter Lane for an overflow 
parking area; and Article 7 authorizing the Board of 
Selectmen to transfer 16.8 acres of town-owned land, 
known as the "Dexter Lane Recreation Area", to the 
Rochester Park Commission to hold as open space, parks,

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Selectmen Set Sticker Price for Transfer 
Station 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Transfer station stickers will cost Marion residents 
$40 in 2020, members of the Marion Board of Selectmen 
officially ruled on November 19. 

The cost of a transfer sticker, which allows 
residents access to the transfer stations at Benson Brook 
in Marion, as well as the Route 58 transfer station in 
Rochester, has been debated in recent months. While the 
$40 figure has been presented as aligning with fellow 
towns in the Carver Marion Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District (CMWRRDD), Marion's selectmen were 
hesitant to charge residents so much for a sticker that had 
previously cost $10. 

Selectmen Chairman Randy Parker requested 
further information from Town Administrator Jay 
McGrail before making a final decision; information that 
McGrail brought to Monday night's meeting. 

"The Benson Brook facility will remain open 
through December 31, 2020," McGrail said. "What's less 
clear is who will run it. The [CMWRRDD] has committed 
to running it through the end of calendar year 2020, 
but things are slightly up in the air, since Marion is 
considering an exit from the district. What we're hoping 
to do is keep the Benson Brook facility open in 2021 and 
longer, by making it pay for itself via through the sticker 
fees," he explained. "Well, at least as best as we possibly 
can." 

McGrail explained that costs to keep the Benson 
Brook facility would rise if Marion exits the district; the 
town will need to replace any equipment at the facility 
that currently belongs to the CMWRRDD. In addition, the 
town will need to find ways to fund overtime accrued by 
workers who staff the transfer facility on the weekend. 

The overtime costs are currently subsidized by Covanta. 

McGrail said the plan is to open the Benson Brook 
facility only two days per week once Marion leaves the 
CMWRRDD, to cut down on costs: one weekday and one

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weekend day. The $40 sticker price tag will be per car, and 
there will be no discount for multiple vehicles. Military 
veterans and seniors aged 70 and older will receive a $10 
discount on stickers. 

McGrail is hoping that offering more waste 
services to Marion residents will help mitigate the sticker 
shock. During the meeting, he threw out a few different 
ideas to consider. 

"I've heard consistently from residents that they 
want a place to put yard waste, like brush and branches, 
on a regular basis," McGrail said. "I think we should 
take that at the transfer station. It will all be taken by 
our loaders and brought to a pile behind the sewer plant 
lagoons. Twice a year we'd rent a grinder and grind all the 
waste into mulch, and then offer the mulch to residents." 

McGrail admitted that renting the grinder on a 
day-by-day basis might cost as much as $5,000 per day. 

"I don't know for sure; I've never rented one," he 
joked. "But I can definitely look into the cost further." 

McGrail also brought up the idea of bringing back 
Benson Brook's swap shop. The swap shop was closed in 
2018 after liability concerns involving non-employees near 
heavy machinery came to the attention of town officials. 

Selectman John Waterman said he would be 
interested in seeing the swap shop re-opened, but only if 
certain rules and guidelines were set down first. 

Parker agreed with Waterman, noting previous 
discord at the swap shop site. 
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"People were setting up lawn chairs over there 
and just sitting and waiting all day," said Parker. He 
presented the idea of possibly placing time limits on visits 
to the swap shop as he'd seen at other transfer facility 
swap shops in the area. "Ten minutes," he mused. "It's a 
good idea to think about."

BOH to Reduce Tobacco Sales Permits

The Marion Board of Health has decided to move 
forward with its idea to cap tobacco sales licenses in town 
and bring that number down from six to five. 

During the November 19 meeting. Health 
Director Karen Walega said that one of the six current 
tobacco permit holders has suggested that it would not be 
seeking a renewal of its permit - the perfect opportunity 
for the board to reduce the number of permits. 

"We're trying to decrease the amount of stores 
that sell tobacco products," said Walega. "We're doing this 
because of the kids; we're not doing this to harm to adults, 
we're trying to reduce the number of establishments that 
kids are buying tobacco products from." 

The Marion Board of Health has been an active 
board over the past three years as it attempts to restrict 
access to tobacco and nicotine products. Back in July of 
this year, the board banned the sale of flavored nicotine 
and electronic e-cigarette products in Marion. It initiated 
an even stricter measure to include menthol cigarettes in 
that flavor ban back in 2016, but abandoned that effort 
in order to focus its attention on medical and adult-use 
marijuana regulations. 

In light of current events in Massachusetts 
regarding a tentative ban on flavored nicotine products to 
include menthol cigarettes, the board recently reignited 
the discussion about menthol cigarettes and furthering a 
ban on e-cigarette and vaping products in Marion. 

In the meantime, the board will focus on capping 
tobacco permits, but it is still waiting for feedback from 
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town counsel on how to proceed legally. 

"The idea is to get rid of the mom and pop stores 
you can go into to buy cigarettes," said Walega. "We're 
all trying to help the kids so the kids won't be exposed to 
tobacco." 

"From the local point of view, that's all we've 
got," said Board of Health member Dot Brown. 

"There's no safe dose of nicotine - zero," said 
Chairman John Howard.

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Next Step for Solar Project is Notice of Intent 

Rochester Conservation Commission

At their meeting on November 19, the Rochester 
Conservation Commission wrapped up the three 
Abbreviated Notices of Resource Delineation filed by Joe 
Harrison on behalf of Sunraise Investments, LLC for three 
properties: 0 Featherbed Lane, 0 Cushman Road, and 0 
Snipatuit Road. 

Over the course of the last couple months. 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon and consulting 
wetlands specialist John Rockwell have been working 
together to confirm a cumulative 9,800 linear feet of 
wetland boundaries - nearly two miles long. 
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All three ANRADs were accepted after the 
appropriate modifications were made and finally 
confirmed by Farinon. 

Two abutters were present pertaining to an issue 
with access, but since these were filings for ANRADs to 
delineate wetland lines and not for a specific project, the 
matter was not taken up in discussion. 

"I don't have an answer for you right now," 

Prime Engineering representative Julie Goodwin told the 
two gentlemen. "That would come at the next step, which 
would be the Notice of Intent filing." 

Farinon did caution Goodwin, however, that the 
engineer would be wise to resolve the matter of access 
to the site that is slated for a large-scale solar array field 
before filing the Notice of Intent; otherwise, said Farinon, 
the matter could become "a very challenging, difficult 
situation." 

The commission had to reschedule the public 
hearing for the Notice of Intent filed by Steen Realty 
& Development Corp. for the 40R affordable housing 
development at 22 Cranberry Highway, known as 
Rochester Crossroads. 

In order to open a public hearing for the project, 
which entails 208 residential units, a clerical matter 
involving an abutter notification snafu will need to be 
rectified, and the hearing will have to be re-advertised 
and re-posted. 

The commission discussed possibly scheduling 
a site visit, which was the preference of the applicant in 
order to "keep the ball rolling downfield" as the engineer 
wrote in his letter, but town counsel had urged the 
commission to wait until the hearing was opened. 

The hearing will now be held on December 17. 

The public hearing for the Notice of Intent filed 
by Pedro Rodriguez for Solar MA Project Management, 
LLC, 0 Walnut Plain Road and 0 Old Middleboro Road, 
was continued until December 17, at the applicant's 
request. 

The commission is still in need of an additional 
member. Anyone interested in serving on the commission 
may address a letter of interest to the Board of Selectmen.

New Fire Station Plans Conditionally 
Approved 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Abutters were out in force on November 18 
when the Mattapoisett Planning Board held the Site Plan 
Review for Mattapoisett's new fire station planned for 64 
County Road next to the existing police station. 

Engineer Katie Enright, architect and project 
manager Chris Logan, and the Mattapoisett Fire Station 
Building Committee Chairman Michael Hickey presented 
the details for the first time to residents learning the full 
scope of the work, which includes adequate lighting for 
traffic management on Route 6, and measures needed to 
ensure that fire trucks could enter and exit the site safely. 

Hickey explained that at the October Special 
Town Meeting, voters moved to pay the town's portion of 
the price tag attached to installing traffic signals on Route 
6 for the new fire station, but just what that price tag will 
be is currently unknown. 

"It's a very long process," Hickey told the 
Planning Board, adding that presently there was a 
"disconnect" regarding just what final costs would total. 
"We don't know what the state is going to require," he 
said, in terms of the lighting design, thereby making cost 
estimations at this time impossible. 

Hickey also said that the town had applied 
for a grant to cover the majority of expenses, and that 
the town's share was approximately 10 percent of the 
unknown total. 

The topic of a new drainage system at the site was 
discussed for more than an hour, as Enright explained 
the plans that include capturing drainage from the police 
station, new fire station site, Hubbard's Way, and the 
skate park. 

A detention pond on the site will receive all 
drainage and then slowly infiltrate the stormwater into 
the ground. Enright assured all that the new drainage 
system will "vastly improve current conditions," 
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conditions that currently discharge stormwater via a large 
pipe into wetlands that then drain into the Pepper Bush 
neighborhood. 

Enright said that soils at the bottom of the 
detention pond location were analyzed and found to be 
adequate for retaining and then recharging stormwater 
into the ground. She said, however, there would also be 
a control valve that could be manually activated if the 
pond neared capacity and wasn't operating properly. 

She stressed that the town must maintain the pond, 
and that the task would most likely fall to the Highway 
Department. 

Some abutters were not convinced. 

Mike Donovan, 3 Pepper Bush Lane, expressed 
concerns about drainage problems in the neighborhood 
and laid the blame at several developed parcels along 
Route 6. 

Enright once again explained the new system and 
its ability to improve drainage from the fire station site. 

David Fuerman, 7 Pepper Bush Lane, asked, 

"Why can't you catch the water and pipe it down to the 
creek?" 

Enright said that such practices were 
prohibited and that it wouldn't improve matters in the 
neighborhood, whereas the engineered system would 
slow down water flow, giving it the opportunity to be 
absorbed into the ground. 

Fuerman concluded that water problems in his 
area were caused by water flowing as far away at the 
closed town dump, the Bay Club, a funeral home, and the 
condominium complex The Villages at Mattapoisett. 

Casey Ferreira, another engineer from Howard 
Stein Hudson, said, "With every new project there are 
new problems," but that every project must prove it will 
produce less water, not more. 

The Planning Board, however, was in agreement 
that the drainage plan as presented was an improvement. 
The board conditionally approved the site plan contingent 
upon some minor language changes and notations in 
editorial subtexts. 

The approval now allows the team to submit 
permit requests to the Massachusetts Department of 
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Transportation for curb cuts on Route 6. Hickey stated 
that the traffic lights are a separate permitting process 
from the curb cut. 

In other business, the withdrawal of a subdivision 
plan and Approval Not Required application for property 
owned by Jay and Julie Duker, 112 Aucoot Road, was 
thoroughly reviewed after a presentation by engineer 
Matthew Leone. Leone said that his clients wanted to 
have a driveway accepted as a way, thereby giving the 
Dukers the latitude of 125 feet of road frontage, which 
their legally non-conforming developed lot does not 
contain. 

Then ensued a debate between Leone and 
Planning Board member Janice Robbins as to whether 
or not such a request was legal, given that the driveway 
belonged to the Doran family and that they, the owners of 
record, were not part of the application. 

Abutters Brad Hathaway and his daughter, 

Jane, questioned why the Dukers needed frontage when 
their home was accessed over the Doran driveway via 
an easement. Leone stated that the Dukers did not want 
to apply to the Zoning Board of Appeals each time they 
wished to make a modification on their lot. But Robbins 
said, "They don't have a problem," and added that she 
had spoken to Marjorie Doran, relaying, "She does not 
agree with this." 

The Planning Board unanimously declined to 
approve the application, citing that the driveway did not 
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meet roadway specifications. 

A meeting with the condominium association 
for The Villages at Mattapoisett was continued until 
December 16 to give the association's chairman, Steve 
Pickup, the opportunity to submit a detention pond 
maintenance manual and service reports. The association 
is asking for the return of a $50,000 "emergency repair 
work" surety for their stormwater drainage system. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for December 2 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall conference room. 
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Tabor Re-files for Field Lights, 

Asserts Dover Exemption 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Tabor Academy gave an hour-long presentation 
on November 14 when its petition seeking permission to 
install lights on an athletics field was heard by the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The field in question is one that has been a 
cornerstone of the school's sports programs for decades, 
situated between the corners of Spring Street, Front Street, 
and Ryder Lane. 

Tabor had been denied at least two earlier 
requests to install field lighting, both failing to receive 
ZB A approval, with the last effort mounted in 2018 
resulting in Tabor appealing the denial. 

The court's decision was to remand the case back 
to the ZBA. 

Tabor has now filed a new application with 
a modified plan hoping the board will finally grant 
approval for the project that Tabor asserts falls under the 
Dover Amendment. 

The Dover Amendment is the common name for a 
Massachusetts law that provides educational institutions 
with exemption from local zoning bylaws in projects 
that may otherwise be perceived as inappropriate for 
the neighborhood as long as education is the project's 
"primary or dominant" purpose. 
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Although ZBA Chairman Marc LeBlanc reminded 
the board that the case before them must be reviewed 
with fresh eyes and new documents, opposition to the 
proposal remained strong. 

Tabor's three-part presentation included a 
statement by Head of School John Quirk, in which he said 
the town and the school could work harmoniously toward 
the goal of finding solutions for everyone's needs. He said 
the work of the school in educating its students would be 
enhanced and improved with field lighting that would 
allow more flexibility to field usage, especially during the 
early spring and fall seasons. 

"We feel we have some rights under the law," said 
Quirk, primarily the Dover Amendment. 

Quirk said sports are deeply embedded in 
the school curriculum, with participation in a sport a 
requirement for graduation. He supported the importance 
of sports by adding that life lessons are learned through 
sporting activities and that sports teaches students 
"how to lead and how to follow something bigger than 
themselves." 

According to Quirk, the fields equipped with 
appropriate lighting could be used for up to 16 games 
during the fall and spring seasons, and would be 
made available for town-use and others through rental 
agreements. 

Lighting designer Mike Berry of Musco Sports 
Lighting gave an updated overview of the proposed 
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lights. The design was substantially the same, he noted, 
with the exception that only four lights were now in the 
plan with 90-foot poles, nothing shorter. 

The issue of light pollution was discussed, with 
Berry saying that the taller poles with LED lights with 
more precise aim would provide abutters protection from 
light emissions. 

Tabor's Athletic Director Conan Leary said 
that over 350 students required sports education at the 
institution, so scheduling field time was critical. By 
installing the lights, more field time would be available 
after the end of academics at 3:45 pm, especially during 
the spring and fall seasons. 

Tabor's attorney, Marc Deshaies, then explained 
his client's position in filing for a Special Permit under 
the Dover Amendment. He said that in 1956, the Dover 
Amendment became part of Massachusetts General Law 
40A, which, in part, grants non-profit educational entities 
greater latitude in land usage outside local zoning bylaws 
if it can be established as a necessary educational use. He 
then cited case law from several cases where courts had 
granted exemption under the Dover Amendment versus 
implementation of local zoning requirements. 

ZBA member Christina Frangos said she was 
new in town and to the board and wanted to "get a better 
sense of the animosity" surrounding the history of the 
case that she said is evident in letters previously written 
to the board. 

"What do you bring to the community?" Frangos 
asked Quirk. 

Quirk's response was that Frangos' question "is 
not within the purview of this meeting." Quirk said the 
school was not at war with the town and said that he was 
unaware of "challenges" between the two parties. He 
asserted, "We contribute quite a bit." 

This prompted an audience member to retort, 
"You live in your little uninformed bubble... You don't 
know what goes on in this town." 

Quirk said, given that he was uninformed, that 
there was nothing more he could say. 

Frangos said the stack of documents before her 
contain letters expressing the potential detriment to 
abutters if the field lighting system was installed. 
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"Have you thought about a buy-out plan to 
impacted residents?" she asked Quirk. 

"I'd be happy to acquire all the town's land if 
someone wants to sell us their home," Quirk replied. 
"We'd entertain that." 

Some members of the audience gasped while 
others in the audience chuckled. 

Earlier in the proceedings, LeBlanc and ZBA 
member Margie Baldwin read letters into the minutes 
from the Marion Conservation Commission which 
noted that the athletic fields were in a flood zone and 
thereby requiring a filing with the commission. In its 
letter, the Planning Board noted that the new filing was 


essentially the same was previous filings, and the Board of 
Selectmen's letter commented that light pollution would 
not be a problem and asked the ZBA to work with Tabor. 

"...Relationships are never perfect," stated the 
Board of Selectmen in its letter, and asked the ZBA to "put 
personal feelings aside." 

Letters from Hans and Ann Ziegler, as well 
as Anne Lucas, supported Tabor's application, as did 
several people in attendance for the meeting, including 
Albin Johnson and Barbara Sanderson, who said that the 
field would look beautiful lighted and that Tabor was 
important to Marion. 

Heather Burke, a Marion member of the Old 
Rochester Regional School Committee, said Tabor needs 
to prove that the field lighting applied under the Dover 
Amendment as an educational use and asserted that 
linking sports to the need for lighting of the fields does 
not fit that criteria. 

"Tabor wants them (the students) to have more 
opportunity, but scheduling is the issue," said Burke. 
"Marion doesn't need to accommodate scheduling." She 
said that previous failed filings did not find athletic lights 
meeting the test of the Dover Amendment, and reminded 
the ZBA that it was up to them to decide whether or 
not Tabor's application was viable - not the Board of 
Selectmen, or Tabor. 

Janet Barns suggested Tabor change its schedule 
by moving sports to the earlier part of the day and 
academics later, negating the need for additional field 
lighting. 

Town Counsel Jon Witten noted that the Dover 
Amendment was a "subjective, not objective" standard 
for Tabor and the town. 

The hearing was continued until December 12. 
Quirk agreed to a request by the ZBA to provide funds 
of up to $2,500 for a peer review of the lighting plan, and 
that Tabor provide proposed days and times of use, if the 
lighting is granted. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for December 12 at 6:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 
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Briggs Again Threatens to Pull Housing Plan 

Marion Planning Board

Plans for a multi-family housing development off 
Spring Street in Marion hit a speed bump at the Marion 
Planning Board's initial public forum on November 18. 

Faced with a possible objection to the submitted 
plan, site owner Sherman Briggs dug in his heels and 
threatened to pull the entire development plan. 

Briggs and Bill Curley have been attempting to 
develop a multi-family condominium community off 
Spring Street for several years now. The plan submitted 
includes 27 market-rate units (townhouse-style structures 
with three apartments per building) as well as three 
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affordable housing units situated on an adjoining lot. 

The location of the three affordable units caused 
concern for some Planning Board members. 

Planning Board member Eileen Marum pointed 
out that town bylaws require all affordable housing units 
to be integrated with the regular market-rate units. 

"I'm concerned that they are off by themselves on 
this adjoining lot," she said as she pored over the plans. 
"They aren't integrated into the other housing." She noted 
that she thought the rest of the plan was well thought-out, 
and said, "I know that there are a lot of older people in 
Marion looking to downsize. I just want this project to be 
the best that it can be, for them." 

"There's no sense in continuing this if the plan 
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isn't acceptable," Briggs told the Planning Board members 
flatly. "I came here under the impression that this plan 
was acceptable to everyone. We've spent three and a half 
years coming to an agreement on the housing and now 
I'm hearing there might be an issue. 

"You were all here at the meetings we've had 
regarding this previously, and we were all in agreement," 
continued Briggs. "Now suddenly we're not on the same 
page. I'm not spending any more money on this and I'm 
not putting those three units in the middle of the 27 other 
units." 

The integration of the affordable housing was 
interpreted differently by board members. Planning Board 
member Andrew Daniel stated that he did not personally 
feel that the affordable housing lots were segregated. 

"They have access to the same sidewalks, the 
same roads, the same amenities," he pointed out. "It's not 
as if there's a wall around those units." 

Fellow board members Kristen Saint Don- 
Campbell and Chris Collings agreed with Daniel, but 
Briggs was not satisfied. 

"I want a vote stating that board members are 
okay with the affordable units staying where they are," he 
insisted. 

Planning Board Chairman Will Saltonstall told 
Briggs that the board members couldn't hold a vote at this 
point in the hearing process, as there was just not enough 
information on the development in the plans. 

"We're just spinning our wheels until we have 
the landscape plans, details on what the townhouses will 
look like, and... we know for sure that everything that is 
planned can fit on this lot," he told Briggs, Curley, and 
Lakeview Engineering representative Steve Poole. "We 
can't vote until we have that information." 

"I'm very confident we can fit everything, and 
we'll get you all the plans in the world," Briggs told 
Saltonstall. "But I need to know that the consensus of the 
board is that the affordable units are integrated as we'd 
agreed previously." 

Saltonstall agreed that in the past the consensus 
of the Planning Board had been that the affordable units 
were properly integrated into the rest of the market-rate 
housing. He indicated that, in the future, board members 
would continue to lean in that direction. 

It was ultimately decided to continue the public 
hearing at the December 16 Planning Board meeting. 

Also during the meeting, the board unanimously 
approved a proposed subdivision at 213 Converse Road. 
Engineer David Davignon returned to the Planning Board 
with two minor updates to the submitted site plan after 
previously facing some scrutiny. A new earth berm and 
grass swale had been added to one lot, and a roof runoff 
recharge system was added to the garages of the proposed 
buildings. The approved plans for the subdivision 
include eight dwellings stretching from Converse Road to 
Shellheap Drive. Residents would access the subdivision 
via a new roadway, Shelley Drive, off Beach Street. 
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"I like this plan much better," said Daniel, shortly 
before the board approved the plan. "This is much more 
favorable for everyone."

ZBA Allows Auto Repair Shop, Multi-family 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

It was a long night for the Rochester Zoning 
Board of Appeals on November 14, but it managed to 
wrap up its agenda in under three hours and granted 
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approval for all five applications. 

First up was Alcoza Graubrey, LLC seeking a 
special permit to allow the operation of an auto repair 
shop at 15 New Bedford Road. 

Neighbors were mostly in favor of granting the 
approval, but a couple shared concerns about stormwater 
runoff and especially, potential oil leaks from clients' 
vehicles. 

ZBA Chairman David Arancio read a letter from 
Town Planner Steve Starred into the record, which stated 
that prior discussions held in his office during February 
2018 mentioned a Massachusetts vehicle inspection site 
in addition to the auto repair shop, and that the Planning 
Board has the authority to oversee issues such as traffic. 
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lighting, and parking and should go before the Planning 
Board for a Site Plan Review. 

The applicant's attorney, Marc Deshaies, however, 
argued that the project did not trigger a Site Plan Review 
because the scope of the project does not exceed 675 
square feet or $25,000 in renovations. 

The ZBA did not include a special condition for 
the applicant to file with the Planning Board, but did 
mention that the Planning Board does have the right to 
appeal the ZBA's decision. 

The ZBA placed several conditions on its 
approval, including no overnight parking in front area, 
dumpsters to be located behind building with fencing and 
a gate, no more than four vehicles allowed outside after 
hours, no business on Sunday, and the special permit is 
not transferable. 

Also during the meeting, the board issued a 
special permit to finish a space above the garage and 
convert to a multi-family dwelling to applicant Mark 
Freitas, 273 Snow's Pond Road, a case that resulted 
from a Cease and Desist Order issued by the building 
commissioner for unpermitted work. 

Freitas was seeking to renovate the upstairs 
garage space to provide an apartment for his daughter 
and received support from most of his neighbors with the 
exception of a couple who were concerned about further 
multi-family residences and how that could affect their 
property values. 

ZBA member Richard Cutler pointed out that, 
with the exception of the proper frontage on a town 
accepted road, Freitas has the lot size to accommodate a 
multi-family as per the bylaws. 

"I struggle with this one, but that's okay," said 
ZBA member Tom Flynn. 

ZBA member Davis Sullivan proposed the 
condition that at least one of the units be owner-occupied, 
which could relieve some of the neighbors' anxiety. 

The board placed this condition on its approval, 
as well as restricting the new apartment to one bedroom, 
completely enclosing the proposed breezeway, and 
prohibiting any short-term Airbnb-like rentals of the unit. 

In other business, the board granted Brett 
Eilertsen, 78 Vaughan Hill Road, a variance for an 18- 
foot by 40-foot in-ground pool closer than 40 feet to the 
property line. 

Elsie and Jose Araujo, 417 Mary's Pond Road, 
received a variance for a structure exceeding 1,000 square 
feet in size, and a variance allowing its placement in the 
front yard. 

Jennifer and Matthew Porter, 169 Clapp Road,

Next to the white church on the hill.

High School Sports Update

Old Rochester Regional football almost did it 
again. They had the same opponent from 2018 in No. 3 
Ashland - though both team's rosters weren't the same - 
and the fourth-ranked Bulldogs had a shot to win another 
MIAA Division 6 South Sectional title, but they came up 
short, filing 20-19. 

With time winding down in the fourth quarter 
and ORR down 20-13, Ryon Thomas ran for a touchdown 
to cut Ashland's lead down to one point. The Bulldogs 
elected to go for two and the win in regulation after 
they'd gone l-for-2 on the previous point-after attempts. 

Unfortunately for the Bulldogs, the run play 
they called was snuffed out by Ashland, who is now set 
to play the Div. 6 Central Sectional champion, Millbury, 
in the Div. 6 semi-final for a shot to play the Div. 6 North 
Sectional champion. Bishop Fenwick, in the state title 
game at Gillette Stadium. 

Thomas scored two of ORR's three touchdowns 
and knocked their one successful point-after attempt 
through. He also passed for 131 yards on 12-for-19 
passing. Seven of those passes were caught by Dylon 
Thomas, who accumulated 41 receiving yards. 

Cam Brezinski scored the other Bulldogs 
touchdown - their first of the game - on a 40-yard rush. 
He finished with 100 yards on 12 carries (8.3 yards per 
carry). Brezinski also caught two passes for a total of 20 
yards. 

Jackson Cote handled most of the workload on 
the ground for ORR. He had 18 rushes and logged 72 
yards (four yards per carry). 

The Bulldogs drop to 8-2 and finish off their 2019 
season with a Thanksgiving Eve matchup against their 
South Coast Conference rival, Apponequet.

Old Colony football had a huge game on the 
ground against Randolph in their 38-32 non-playoff 
matchup. 

Blake Dennison nearly ran for 200 yards in the 
win. He finished with 197 on 26 carries (7.6 yards per 
carry).

Thomas Stanton handled the majority of Old 
Colony's scoring. He punched in three scores. He also has 
26 rushes in the win, logging 153 yards in the process (5.9 
yards per carry). 

Matt Bumpus scored Old Colony's other 
touchdown, which also came on the ground. He ran for 29 
yards on eight carries (3.6 yards per carry). 
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Old Colony improves to 8-2 on the season, giving 
the Cougars the opportunity to set a new program record 
for wins in a single season when they visit Tri-County on 
Thanksgiving Eve for the Cougar Cup. Old Colony also 
won eight games in 2017 and 1988.

Two of your Selectmen attended the ZBA meeting 
last Thursday evening at which Tabor was seeking 
approval for lights on their playing field along Spring St. 
Due to the open meeting rules, I have not discussed the 
ZBA meeting with either of my fellow Selectmen, so what 
I express here is my personal opinion and not official. 
Between speakers and letters, I estimate approximately 
as many people spoke in favor of the lights as against 
them. Several people, including two abutters, made very 
gracious comments regarding Tabor and their importance 
to the community in support of the lights. 

I was surprised by the animosity shown towards 
Tabor by some of those opposed to the lights. Many 
people speak to me about the need for Tabor to do more 
for the Town and your Selectmen certainly share that 
desire. But, the path to convincing Tabor to do more for 
the Town financially is by building bridges and trying to 
work with Tabor when they have clearly identified needs 
such as lights on their playing field. We will not succeed 
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at this when people come across as opposing Tabor simply 
because they are Tabor. 

Tabor clearly believes the lights will help them 
better manage their sports schedule and to carry out 
their educational mission. I personally believe athletic 
programs at all schools have an important educational 
purpose for our children and it is nitpicking to try to 
somehow argue that lights won't help Tabor provide its 
students a better athletic experience. 

These are lights that few us of us will notice once 
they are installed. Telephone poles are typically 40 feet to 
45 feet high. Our streets are lined with telephone poles 
and the top of literally everyone, loaded with wires and 
transformers, is extremely unattractive. Most of the time

The 
Greek Revival home at 108 Main Street was built in 1841 
for Elijah Brayley. A carpenter by trade, Brayley was 
probably responsible for the construction of this structure. 
After the Civil War, Brayley operated his house as a so- 
called "tramp house' for Civil War veterans who were 
experiencing difficulties readjusting to civilian life. In 
return for providing these men with food and shelter, 
Brayley received a stipend from the Town of Marion. In 
1873 - 1874, he served as Marion's "herring inspector."

Women Scorned

The Kitchen. Starring Melissa McCarthy, Tiffany 
Haddish, and Elisabeth Moss. Directed by Andrea 
Berloff. Running time: 102 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
Now available on streaming and physical home video. 

Based glancingly on a mediocre comic book. The 
Kitchen is the middle panel in an accidental sisters-are- 
doin'-crime-for-themselves trilogy, bracketed by two 
better-received films — Steve McQueen's Widows , from 
last year, and Lorene Scafaria's Hustlers , from this past 
September. Nobody, I think, will advance the argument 
that The Kitchen is the neglected masterpiece of the trio, 
but I would like to recommend it anyway; its pleasures 
are piecemeal, having more to do with acting firepower 
than with the unconvincing quilt of cliches that calls 
itself a story. The narrative glides by, and writer / director 
Andrea Berloff doesn't seem very concerned with the 
moral import and emotional costs of it all, but the cast is. 

The lowlife Hell's Kitchen Irish mobster husbands 
of our heroines — Melissa McCarthy, Tiffany Haddish, 
and Elisabeth Moss — are sent away in 1978 for armed 
robbery, leaving the women to fend for themselves. The 
head of the local mob, a glowering creep, refuses to allot 
the wives enough money to live on — protection money 
isn't coming in. So the women take over collection, 
positioning themselves as reasonable and less toxically 
masculine alternatives. But as one of the goons eventually 
tells one of the women, "You're worse than we ever 
were." 

Which is debatable, and a movie in which the 
women gain power because they're outwardly nicer and 
retain power because they're not actually all that nice 
inside would be interesting, but The Kitchen isn't really 
that movie. All the routine rise-of-the-criminal scenes are 
there, the fanning out of dollar bills, the respect paid, the 
pivot towards legit community service, the casual and 
empowering finality of the bullet. But when it comes time 
to slog through the crime-does-not-pay sermon, the movie 
lacks conviction. It's difficult to prompt the audience to 
root for the violent awakening and self-realization of an 
abused woman and then turn around and condemn that 
process. 

The women are murkily written; only the acting 



brings some cold clarity. Melissa McCarthy's Kathy 
protects her kids. Tiffany Haddish's Ruby has been made 
ruthless by her hard life and abusive upbringing, and 
Elisabeth Moss' Claire is a battered wife turned assassin. 
Kathy's relative compassion comes from her relatively 
stable life; her jailbird hubby is no prize but not as bad as 
the others, and even her loving Irish dad is still around. 
There's an idea here — take enough anchors of humanity 
away from a woman and you have yourself a very 
fearsome adversary — but it just sinks into the pudding 
along with anything else potentially interesting here. The 
Kitchen is a moderately competent crime flick and that's 
all it is. Given the cast — and not just pained McCarthy, 
disdainful Haddish and born-again corpse-carving 
werewolf Moss — it could've been much sharper. 

Yet a film fan shouldn't go through life without 
seeing what the actors — also including Domhnall 
Gleeson, Bill Camp, and Margo Martindale in a '70s 
hairdo she clearly got from my grandmother — do with 
some of the whiskered situations. Bill Camp, for instance, 
gives us an Italian mobster so confident in his power 
he can afford to be pretty mild-mannered. Martindale 
functions as the sort of ogre the heroines are in danger 
of becoming, but she's terrific at it, snapping out insults 
like firecrackers. There really isn't a bummer in the cast, 
though I think Ruby calls for a brand of coldness that 
Haddish can't persuasively convey — good news for her 
conscience (she may be too good-hearted to play anything 
different believably), bad news for Ruby, who too often 
reads as emotionally null. A character is taken out with an 
impersonal abruptness that sort of works as comeuppance 
but comes across as a betrayal of the character's portrayer. 
We've followed the person through blood and triumph, 
and past a certain point the movie seems to lose interest 
in the person morally, and some other characters, too 
— they're just damned to hell, I guess. But up until that 
point, there's some painfully fine stuff.

White Cedar Preserve 

White Cedar Preserve was acquired in 
partnership with the Buzzards Bay Coalition and the 
Town of Rochester Conservation Commission and 
was made possible by funding from the Buzzards Bay 
National Estuary Program, the State of Massachusetts 
Conservation Partnership Program, and the North 
American Wetlands Conservation Act. It is located at the 
intersection of Walnut Plain Road and Estabrook Way. 
(For those using GPS, enter "1 Estabrook Way".) 

The 83-acre parcel is very diverse, varied terrain: 
upland to wetland, and home to a white cedar bog. You 
can walk the trail in either direction from field to wooded 
pathways, heading toward a large bog of white cedar. 

The trail winds through white pine and deciduous trees, 
including swamp birch, black tupelo, and red maple. 
There is a break in the trail due to swampy conditions. 
However, on drier days you may reach the often muddy, 
but beautiful terrain of the cedar swamp stands. (Walking 
time is 15-30 minutes.) Watch for the endangered Hessel's

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to announce that an emergency fund has been established 
to further assist veterans and their spouses in times of 
need. 

The creation of the fund was approved by the 
Marion Board of Selectmen on October 15. 

The fund will be used to help Marion veterans 
and their spouses who have short-term financial needs. 

The fund will be controlled by the Marion 
Veterans Services Office and Marion Council on Aging. 
Disbursement of the funds will be evaluated by both 
agencies on a case-by-case basis and will be released if the 
need cannot be met by the day-to-day services provided 
by local, state or federal veterans assistance programs. 

"Sometimes there are tools that we do not have in 
our toolbox to assist a veteran or their families," Denham 
said. "We wanted to establish this fund in order to 
provide a lifeline to help when resources are not available 
through other means." 

Any Marion resident who meets the state's 
eligibility requirements to be considered a veteran is 
eligible to request to receive funds. A veteran's widow or 
widower may also request funds. Proof of residency must 
be provided. 

The veteran's fund will be funded solely by 
donations. Those who would like to donate to the fund 
can send a check written out to the "Town of Marion"
